A review of this file indicated that on September 9, I94& WALTER 
J. MURPH Y, then person nel administrator of the Laboratory, received a 
c ^--^ ^ ron l l of the Pasadena Office of the Los Angeles Ordnance 

District of the War Department., with reference to clearance for the subject* 
At the time of this call|_|advised that he was in receipt of infor¬ 

mation from his headquarters in Washington, D.C, to the effect that infor¬ 
mation had been received from the Atomic Energy Commission that in an 
initial check in connection with the PSQ being processed for AEC, it 
had been learned that there was derogato ry inform ation concerning the 
subject. On receipt of this information ! I headquarters requested 

that he contact the Jet Propulsion Laboratory and arrange for the
